Mr. Klein éame before the Board representing this proposal.
Mr. Schiefer read the edgineer’s éomments regarding this proposal.

Mr. Klein: I was using the old requirement for the parking spaces. The Mid Way
Market, the owner Mr. Hayes is here tonight, and last summer there was an
accident at the Mid Way when a car lost its brakes and went through the window.
Mr. Babcock was helpful in helping him secure the premises quickly and allowing
him to make the repairs so he can stay in operation. Mr. Hayes has brought
pictures along showing what happened at that time and the subsequent
improvements and the very attractive facade we have now. This is what we wanted
te increase this, there was a very obvious open L shape here in the front and
Mr. Hayes needed more sales area and we were hoping to do it at that time in
conjunction with the repairs of the accident to build -this section.
